trapped into making an investiga- 
tion of the Jong-drawn-out Kohler 
strike in Wisconsin. Already the

situation.

avenue of approach. 


a lengthy and painstaking inves- 
tigation.

Use Of Public Works On Slump Doubtful 


Fair Deal

PERHAPS smarting under 
the 


pressures from many who were outrag- 
ed at the small scale of our present 
contribution to the Brussels World's 
Fair, a House Appropriations group is 
recommending that we spend some- 
what more. To the extent that the 
House may fall short of the §2,054,000 
extra asked by President Eisenhower, 
the Senate is believed ready to make 
up the difference. And well it should. 
Such an outlay, bringing us close to a 
15-million-dbllar 
expenditure, 
could 


hardly be called extravagant. And it 
will leave us far short of the 60 mil- 
lion dollars the Russians are planning 
to spend at Brussels. Of course we have 
no thought of matching the Kremlin 
dollar for dollar. But at the very least 
we need enough to mount exhibits that 
truly reflect our greatness and pro- 
gress, and enough, loo. so that we don't 
have to hang a "gone for the day" sign 
on our show at 6 in the evening. 


WASHINGTON — '(NEA) — 


Any further expansion.of public 
works projects to help lift the 
country out of its current depres- 
sion will have to come from the 
Democrats in Congress. 


This became clear after the 


V\~hite House conference of GOP 
congressional l e a d e r s during 
President Eisenhower's vacation. 
Sen. William F. Know-land gave . 
out the word that it would be 
unwise to start a new public 
works program. 


This is nol to say that there 


are no government public works 
programs on the shelf—ready to 
go as soon as someone makes 
the decision to loosen up on the 
purse strings. 


Maj. 
Gen. John S. Bragdon. 


President Eisenhower's 
special 


assistant for public works plan-, 
ning. estimates the total backlog 
of public warks projects as well 
above 200 billion dollars. Feder- 
al projects make up a fourth or 
fifth of this. State and local gov- 
ernmental units account for the 
balance. 


By a very rounded estimate, it 


takes a million dollars of public 
works money to provide a year's 
work for from 100 to 150 men. 
About half of these jobs would 
be on site — building roads or 
dams, for instance. 
The other 


half would be off-site jobs—mak- 
ing the cement, steel and trucks 
used in construction. 


SAYING this the other way 


around, it takes from $6,000 to 
$10,000 of public works money to 
provide one man with a year's 
work. 
The 
workman himself 


might get from a third to a half 
'of this. The other half or two 
thirds would go for materials and 
equipment used in construction. 


There are now about 4.500.000 


U.S. unemployed. It would there- 
fore take from 30 billion to 45 
billion dollars worth of public 
works projects to provide jobs for 
them all. 


This obviously couldn't be ac- 


complished/even if all the unent- 


ployed had the required skills 
and could be moved to the jobs. 
That's why public works don't 
provide the full answer to unem- 
ployment. 
Spme restraint has 


to be used in planning. 


The budget which the Eisen- 


hower 
administration 
sent 
to 


Congress in January called for 
public works 'expenditures of 6.7 
billion dollars in fiscal 1959. 


THIS WAS divided into 2.3 bil- 


lion dollars for military construc- 
tion. 1.5 billion for federal gov- 
ernment civil construction and 
2.9 billion for grants to the states. 
Highway construction funds and 
the administration's new 
five- 


year, two-biilion-dollar post office 


construction and renovation pro- 
gram are included. 


This is a billion dollars more 


than public works construction 
appropriations in this year's fed- 
eral budget. 


Even so. previous administra- 


tion plans for a big school con- 
struction program were canceled 
out this year. And no new Bureau 
of Reclamation or Corps of En- 
gineers water resource's projects 
are being started this year, un- 
less Congress starts 'em. 


These cutbacks provide the tip- 


off that the administration isn't 
interested in using public works 
as Us major pump-priming effort 
to 
relieve 
unemployment 
and 


cure the depression. 


HAVING the statesmen 
say 


such things was bad enough, but 
what made it worse was Richie's 
feeling that he was an innocent 
in the big city.

Maryland's New Unsatisfied Claim 


and Judgment Fund Law 


The purpose of this law is to put an end to the present 


situation in which a person, through no fault of his own, 
may suffer severe economic loss in a traffic accident that 
is caused by an uninsured motorist who cannot pay for 
the damage he or she causes. It will accomplish this 
purpose by paying the innocent victim's damages out of 
an'Unsatisfied Claim and Judgment Fund that will be in 
the custody of the State Treasurer and administered by 
an Unsatisfied .Claim and. Judgment Fund Board. 


This law will not begin to cover such accidents until 


June 1, 1959. But don't let that cause you to lose interest. 
The law will begin to affect motor vehicle owners as they 
make application for their 1958 license tags. 


When you file your new registration application blank 


for 1S53. you must answer some very important questions 
about whether or not yon carry Automobile Liability 
Insurance. Be sure to answer them accurately and com- 
pletely; and should you now have a policy that is termi- 
nated after registration, notify .the Commissioner at once 
and pay the additional fee for uninsured owners to avoid 
the penalties-of-falsification.- '•' 
..-.:'>•<. ' '-= [''•'.•'-••?.>-? , 


The owners of vehicles who carry Automobile Liability 


Insurance (proof of which is not required) will pay $1 in 
addition to their regular registration fee and vehicle 
owners who do not have Automobile Liability Insurance 
will pay S3 in addition to their regular registration fee. 
These additional fees, Mset^er with an assessment against 
the insurance companies of \i.of 1% of their Maryland 
automobile premiums will be deposited in the Unsatisfied 
Claim and Judgment Fund. 


At the end of each succeeding year, the Commissioner 


of Motor Vehicles must determine whether there remains . 
on deposit sufficient money to meet probable claims 
during the next subsequent year. If not, he must call on 
uninsured owners and the insurance companies to nay an 
additional fee in each succeeding year that a deficiency 
remains. The law do«s not provide for any 'additional fees 
to be paid by motor vehicle owners who have Automobile 
Liabi'^y Insurance. 


Some owners might think they will no longer need 


Automobile Liability Insurance on the theory that the 
Fund will take care of their victims. But. it will be more 
important than ever to continue your insurance if you 
have it. or to acquire it if you do not. The Funri will pay 
the damages of your innocent victim, but. that will cost 
you both your driving license and registration plates for 
all cars owned by you. They cannot be" restored, nor new 
ones issued, until you have reimbursed the Fund in full, 
pius 4 percent interest per annum, and until you have 
furnishe-. proof of future financial responsibility in the 
amount of S25.000 through insurance or the deposit of 
collateral. So don't make the mistake of thinking this law 


makes insurance less important; it makes insuranct 
more important. 


The Maryland UCJF Law affords protection to all 


residents of Maryland except motor vehicle owners who 
do not carry Automobile Liability Insurance. It provides 
protection against economic loss up to $10,000 for death 
or, injury of one person, $20,000 for death or injury of 
more than one person.in any one accident, and $5,000 
for property damage. From whatever such award you 
receive, $100 will be deducted. Damages of $100 or less 
are not covered. 


In writing a law that will give innocent victims the 


most complete protection possible, the General Assembly 
also sought to make it as economical as possible without 
jeopardizing the primary purpose of just indemnification. 
Since damages of ?100 or less could ordinarily be sus- 
tained .without hardship, the deductible was'written into 
the law to avoid excessive administration expense. 


.. 
How will you go about filing a claim in an accident on 


and after June 1, 1959? There are several things you 
should decide first. If you, as the owner of a motor vehicle, 
do not carry-Automobile Liability Insurance, it is useless 
to file a claim because the UCJF Law affords you no 
protection, unless you were a pedestrian at the lime of 
the accident. Also, if you were at fault, regardless of 
whether or not you carry insurance, this law again affords 
you no ground for indemnification through the Fund. 


If, however, as a pedestrian, the insured operator or 


occupant of an insured motor vehicle, you are involved in 
an accident through no fault of your own, and you have 
found that the negligent operator or owner is uninsured 
and otherwise financially irresponsible, within 90 days 
after the accident file your claim with the Unsatsfied 
Claim and Judgment Board, 33 Hopkins Place, Baltimore 
.4, Maryland. The Board, upon receiving satisfactory proof 
that you were not at fault, may direct the payment of 
claims; for less than $1,000 without reference to a court. 


If the claim is for $1,000 or more, you should apply 


to a court for judgment against the owner of the motor 
vehicle that caused the accident or for approval of a 
settlement you may prefer to make with such owner. If 
the court finds you to be the innocent victim and is satis- 
fied that the guilty motor vehicle owner has no financial 
means of paying the claim himself, it will direct the 
State Treasurer to reimburse you for your damages up 
to the limits heretofore explained. 


Along with your registration .application, you will 


have received an official leaflet issued by the State of 
Maryland. It contains just about all of the information 
you will need to know about our UCJF Law. Read it and 
preserve it. It may save you from losing your driving 
license and * registration plates, not to mention consid- 
erable additional expense. 


Insured Owners 


You are not required to show evidence of insurance in applying for your tags. Your additional 
fee of Sl.OO is collected this year only. It will help build the Fund for your protection against 
injury and damage caused in Maryland by hit and run drivers, stolen cars, and uninsured 
motorists from other states as well as Maryland. 
'

If you now have a family auto policy with any of the agents listed below, you need not wait 
until June 1, 1959, for protection against the uninsured driver. By a new endorsement at 
modest cost, coverage against injury to you, your family and guest occupants of your car 
may be added at once for a small additional premium.
